clares flatly that “ no tariff law should 
be enacted in the unsettled economic 
condition of the present that will pre­ 
vent us from reestablishing the protit- 
able exchange of foodstuffs and com­ 
modities by burdening those to whom 
we must sell.” 
It seems worth while 
to note w hat so staunch and prominent 
a republican organ as the New York 
Tribune has to say aboul the plank 
and about the Fordney plan, as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Republicans in congress cannot af­ 
ford to ignore the part of the New 
York republican state platform which 
deals with the tariff. 
What ¡1 says 
reflects an opinion to which the fram ­ 
ers of the ‘Fordney bill didn’t give suf­ 
ficient heed. 
The republican party is 
still protectionist, but it wants to see 
the protection principle applied help­ 
fully and intelligently. 
The great w ar 
modified profoundly our economic re­ 
lations with the rest of the world.

bill 
was 
drawn on the lines o f pre-war high 
tariff bills. 
The 
country didn’t lake 
kindly to the Payne act of 1909. 
Its 
passage contributed largely to the re­ 
publican defeat in 1910. But the, Ford­ 
ney act is for these 
days, 
narrowei 
and more reactionary than the Payne 
act was. 
It doesn’t face the new con­ 
ditions. 
It sidesteps them.” 
The Tribune used to be, and is still 
quite generally regarded as the jour­ 
nalistic high priest of the G. O. P. 
It 
still speaks with considerable author­ 
ity. 
It realizes that the tariff balloon 
by means of which its party used to 
sail into power was struck by a high 
explosive shell during 
the w ar and 
blown into little bits. So do most oth­ 
er republicans except the Fordneyites 
at Washington.
